Aptiſm is not only a Sign of Profeſſion, and 
Mark of Difference, whereby Chriſtian men, 


are diſcerned from others that be not Chriſtned: 


but it is alſo a Sign of Regeneration, or New 
Birth, whereby, as by an inſtrument, they that 
receive Baptiſm rightly are grafted into the Church: 
the promiſes of the forgiveneſs of fin, and of our 
adoption to be the Sons of God by the holy. * 
Ghoſt, are viſibly Signed and Sealed: faith is con- 
firmed, and grace increaſed by virtue of Prayer 
unto God. The Baptiſm of young Children is in 
any wiſe to be retained in the Church, as moſt 
agreeable with the Inftirution. of Chriſt.
